United States Pay-2s Bill

ish treasury has closed its fiscal 
year with a surplus of about 200 
million dollars, as against the 85 
millions due the United States. At 
the same time, the chancellor of the 
Exchequer informed the house of 
commons of a reduction in British 
taxes. 
Drawing the parallel, members of 


congress pointed 
out that 
the 


United States is raising taxes, and 
faces the largest budgetary deficit 
in history. Under the circumstances 
congress feels that default at this 
time and under such conditions, 
comes in particularly bad grace. 
There is due the United States 
on June 15 a total of $174,647,439, 
principal and interest, from the fol- 
lowing countries:

payment. 
He declared that British statesmen were advocating a policy 


of default, and that similar suggestions were coming from French states- 
men, while Italy was showing signs of wanting to get in line for a tri- 
partite adjustment of debts with Uncle Sam, of course, on the losing 
end. 


At this juncture Senator Borah made the very pertinent remark that 


the United States government had encouraged the debtor nations to de- 
fault stating: 
"We have done nothing to make these countries think we 


expect them to pay." 


All of which is exactly true. 
What steps, if any, have been taken 


toward applying pressure for the payments of these debts? 
Not only has 


nothing been done along that line, but it is now suggested that we 
dicker with European nations on "international trade" promising them 
juicy American markets in exchange for their promise to take some of 
America's surplus products.

•welching on the part of Europe and more red-hot pocker-ends for Uncle 
Sam.

As long as we continue to look like a perennial easy mark, we will 


get no satisfactory debt settlement with Europe. 


MORGENTHAU ON CLOSED BANKS 


Because Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau has stated objections 


to legislation to release millions of dollars now tied up in closed banks, 
it does not follow that the Administration is unsympathetic to the needs 
of thousands of depositors. 
On the contrary, the President and his as- 


sociates appear to have the deepest sympathy for those whose money— 
in many cases all they possess—is thus frozen. 


There are regrettable, but financially sound, reasons why the Admin- 


istration ieels it would be unwise to obey a natural humanitarian im- 
pulse by approving such proposals as the bill sponsored 
by Senator 


Thomas. 
His plan is to free the deposits frozen in national banks and 


State member bank of the Federal Reserve System by directing the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation to purchase all their remaining assets, 
which would be liquidated gradually by the corporation. 


Secretary Morgenthau points out that since nearly half of the money 


thus distributed would be received by only about four per cent, of the 
depositors, "there is the gravest doubt whether recovery would be ma- 
terially assisted by the plan proposed." 
The gains would also be mini- 


mized by the administrative and legal difficulties which would ensue. 
.Furthermore, points out the Philadelphia Inquirer, the plan would es- 
tablish an unwise precedent that might be extended to losses in any 
business activity, including trading in stocks and bonds, if in future the 
Government exercised nny supervision. 


Finally, it is estimated that from $1,250,000,000 to $2,500,000,000 would De

RIGHTING A POSTAL SERVICE WRONG

OSTMASTER General Farley has made a surrender to public 


sentiment in announcing; the revocation of payless fur- 


Joughs and the ill-advised curtailment of the postal service -which 
began in March. 


Resumption of normal service on the first of May is based 


upon the statement that business has increased to such an extent 
that it is no longer necessary to overwork clerks and carriers. 
By restoring the deliveries to which the patrons of the office are 
entitled additional employment will be provided for the harshly 
treated substitutes. 


It is to be regretted that the Postmaster General, cancel- 


ling his injurious program, does not admit frankly that he made 
a blunder in this matter, just as in his hasty and deplorable can- 
cellation of the air-mail contracts. 


Farley's attempt to justify his latest attitude on the score 


of a notable improvement in business will be accepted with reser- 
vations. 
His mistake was in cutting down the service and add- 


ing to the burdens of the postal employees at the very time the 
Government was calling upon private business to decrease the 
hours and increase the pay of its workers. 


Mr. Farley's revocation of payless furloughs is certainly 


;proper, since they never should have been declared. 


HOW ABOUT DUNNING THEM AGAIN? 


Senator Lewis of Illinois in a speech in the Senate the other day 


charged that Great Britain, France and Italy were apparently in a con- 
: spiracy to avoid paying their debt obligations to the United States, and 
he demanded a firm policy on the part of the United States to enforce 
payment. 
He declared that British statesmen were advocating a policy 


of default, and that similar suggestions were coming from French states- 
men, while Italy was showing signs of wanting to get in line for a tri- 
partite adjustment, of debts with Uncle Sam, of course, on the losing 
end. 


At this juncture Senator Borah made the very pertinent remark that 


the United States government had encouraged the debtor nations to de- 
lavilt stating: 
"We have'done nothing to make these countries thimc we 


expect them to pay."

All of which is exactly true. 
What steps, if any. have been taken 


toward applying pressure for the payments of these debts? 
Not only has 


nothing been done along that line, but it is now suggested that we 
dicker with European nations on "international trade" promising them 
juicy American markets in exchange for their promise to take some ol 
America's surplus products. 
The final result will be, of course, more 


welching on the part of Europe and more red-hot, pocker-ends for Uncle 
Sam. 


As long as we continue to look like a perennial easy mark, we will 


get no satisfactory debt settlement with Europe. 


MORGENTHAU ON CLOSED BANKS 


Because Secretary of the Treasury Morgenthau has stated objections 


to legislation to release millions of dollars now tied up in closed banks, 
it does not follow that the Administration's unsympathetic to the needs 
of thousands of depositors. 
On the contrary, the President and his as- 


sociates appear to have the deepest sympathy for those whose money— 
in many cases all they possess—is thus frozen. 


There are regrettable, but financially sound, reasons why the Admin- 


istration feels it would be unwise to obey a natural humanitarian im- 
pulse by approving such proposals as the bill sponsored by Senator 
Thomas. 
His plan is to free the deposits frozen in national banks and 


State member bank of the Federal Reserve System by directing the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation to purchase all their remaining assets, 
which would be liquidated gradually by the corporation. 


Secretary Morgenthau points out that since nearly half of the money 


thus distributed would be received by only about four per cent, of the 
depositors, "there is the gravest doubt whether recovery would be ma- 
terially assisted by the plan proposed." 
The gains would also be mini- 


mized by the administrative and legal difficulties which would ensue. 
Furthermore, points out the Philadelphia Inquirer, the plan would es- 
tablish an unwise precedent that might be extended to losses in any 
business activity, including trading in stocks and bonds, if in future the 
Government exercised any supervision. 


Finally, it is estimated that from $1,250,000,000 to 52,500,000,000 would Ce 


added to the burden of the taxpayers, offsetting in part the benefits they 
might receive from the legislation. 


ADVANCING SCHOOLING AGE 


There" may be wailing and moaning upon the part of some school 


children when they learn that Superintendent James N. Rule, of the 
State Department of Public Instruction, foresees the time, possibly within 
the next ten years, when the period for formal schooling will be extended 
to the age of 18 years. 
And some educators predict the school age will

MORGENTHAU ON CLOSED BANKS 


Because Secretary of the Treasury M orgenthau has stated objections 
to legislation to release millions of dollars now tied up in closed banks, 
it does not follow th a t th e A dm inistration is unsym pathetic to the needs 
of thousands of depositors. 
On the contrary, the President and his as­ 
sociates appear to have the deepest sym pathy for those whose money— 
in m any cases all they possess—is thus frozen. 
There are regrettable, but financially sound, reasons why the Adm in­ 
istration feels it would be unwise to obey a n atu ral hum anitarian im ­ 
pulse by approving such proposals as the bill sponsored by Senator 
Thom as. 
His plan is to free the deposits frozen in national banks and 
State m em ber bank of the Federal Reserve System by directing the R e­ 
construction Finance Corporation to purchase all their rem aining assets, 
which would be liquidated gradually by the corporation. 
Secretary M orgenthau points out th a t since nearly half of the money 
thus distributed would be received by only about four per cent, of the 
depositors, “there is the gravest doubt w hether recovery would be m a­ 
terially assisted by the plan proposed.” 
The gains w'ould also be m ini­ 
mized by the adm inistrative and legal difficulties w*hich would ensue. 
Furtherm ore, points out the Philadelphia Inquirer, the plan would es­ 
tablish an unwise precedent th a t m ight be extended to losses in any 
business activity, including trading in stocks and bonds, if in future the 
Governm ent exercised any supervision. 
Finally, it is estim ated th a t from $1,250,000,000 to $2,500,000,000 would be 
added to the burden of the taxpayers, offsetting in p art the benefits they 
m ight receive from the legislation.

Stirring Denunciation Of Dis- 


tant Cousin For Militar- 


istic Policies

NEW YORK, April 18.—A stirring 
denunciation of tho policies of the 
president, his distant cousin, was 
voiced by Col. Theodore Roosevelt, 
in his inaugural address as presi- 
dent of Hie National Republican 
club last night.

fight against scarlet fever. 


Another piece of bad 
news in 


Pennsylvania's health record is the 
loss of 181 mothers last year. More 
than two-thirds of these lives could 
have been saved if our present know- 
ledge of ways and means of avoid- 
ing the dangers of maternity had 
been applied.

WASHINGTON; April is. —The 
house post office committee today 
decided to draft a new airmail bill 
providing for the award of con- 
tracts on a one-year- basis. 


The bill probably will be ready for 


introduction tomorrow. 


Under the proposed bill a special 


commission will be created to inves- 
tigate all phases of the air mail sit- 
uation. This commission will be di- 
rected to report its findings to the 
next session of congress.

No decision was reached by the

The co'mmitte did 
not discuss the four air lines which 
have notified the government of 
their intention to sue the govern- 
ment for the cancellation of con- 
tracts. 


The rates to be paid the carriers 
are to be Increased in the new mea- 
sure. They wUl be set at a maxi- 
mum of forty cents for the first 300 
pounds and four cents for each ad- 
ditional hundred pounds. 
The commission will be appointed 


by the president and will .have as 
its personnel members of the Senate 
and House and representatives of 
the aviation industry.
